May the outcome be 
that a bit of the joy of the Resurrection 
might brighten our lives not just on Easter 
Day or during the Easter Season but every 
day of the year. 

You see, our religion, at a casual glance, 
might seem a sorrowful, defeated thing.

Yes, of course, this display of 
representations of Jesus on the cyoss is justi- 
fied. The death of Christ on His cross is our 
salvation, But our God did not stay on the 
cross. He did not stay dead. His suffering and 
death were but a prelude to the great event 
of the Resurrection.

He is eternally 
risen, alive. And our religion is centered 
around the glorified Jesus, the joy which 
surrounds the Victor over death. Look at the 
crucifix. Christ died thereon. But He is risen. 
On the altar, He is risen, We adore the risen 
Christ today and everyday. 

_ So, before this Easter Season is over, 
take a firm hold on the joy that this day 
brings and resolve to keep it with you 
throughout the year.

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Mary's Role in the 
Redemption of Man

M Y objection to the religion sections of Time and News- 
week is that so consistently the articles concerning the Catholic 
Church show a lack of understanding of her teachings. 

I don’t expect that a secular publication is going to indicate 
preference for these teachings, but I do expect that a write: 
charged with responsibility for covering the news events of the 
major religions should make an effort to understand the teach- 
ings of those religious groups. 

Newsweek in its story on Pope Pius XII at the time of his 
birthday indicated this same lack of understanding and since 
the religious editor of Newsweek is a Catholic, it is not unfair 
to expect that the story should have shown understanding. 

The Newsweek writer says, “Now, rumors that he (the 
Pope) may soon proclaim the Virgin, along with Christ Himself, 
co-redeemer of the human race seem to many Protestants fur- 
ther proof of infallibility run wild.” 

There is not only factual error in this sentence, there is also 
a complete failure to state the Catholic position. 

If the Pope were to find it advisable to proclaim this part of 
Catholie doctrine as dogma—and the Newsweek editor knows 
nothing about whether it is to be done and the rumors come 
from just such uninformed persons—it will never in any way 
change the basic Catholic belief that Christ is THE Redeemer, 
that there is only one Redeemer, one Lord and Saviour of us all. 
Christ stands alone as Redeemer, and as the Redeemer of Mary, 
too, in the highest way, through prevention. 

But Our Lady’s co-redemption is fact, too, and fact that has 
always been believed in the Church. God created man. He then 
gave man more than man deserved, more than man had any 
right to by his nature. But God conditioned the gift on obe- 
dience and Adam disobeyed and lost this supernatural heritage. 

God wanted man to have eternal life, to have these gifts 
above his nature, but for man to regain them, reparation had 
to be made for the sin of Adam. 

Adam and his children could not make reparation. No mat- 
ter how good those children might be the gates of Heaven were 
still closed to them, You see the sin was against God, the Infi- 
nite, and finite man couldn’t make reparation for that sin. 

But just as sin had come to the man Adam through the 
woman Eve, the redemption of man had to come through an- 
other woman who by free consent would let God become man 
through her flesh. So before God could redeem the world He 
had to become flesh and in this first step of the redemption of 
man Mary gave her cooperation, necessary cooperation, cooper- 
ation given freely in obedience to God. So as sin came to man 
through a woman who freely disobeyed God, redemption be- 
came possible through a woman who freely obeyed God. 

But Mary cooperated in the redemption not only to a great- 
er degree than any other saint but in a different way because 
her cooperation in the redemption existed before the Incarna- 
tion in her acceptance of the will of God that she should be the 
channel through whom God should become man, the channel 
through whom the graces possible becduse of the Incarnation 
should come. Her cooperation in the redemption was necessary 
to the redemption, 

So, of course, in this sense Our Lady is co-redeemer of 
mankind, This does not mean, as Newsweek seems to suggest, 
that Christ is to be made something less than He has always 
been, that He is to be replaced as the only Redeemer, One Lord 
and Saviour of us all. It does mean that the place of Mury in 
the redemption of man should be accepted by all, indeed as it 
has always been accepted by all Catholic theologians and in- 
deed as-it was prophesied in the Old Testament. ;

She must learn the truer 
fidelity, which serves the absent Lerd. |

The Church does well to celebrate 
Christ’s triumph over death, for it is the 
keystone of all His miracles—indeed, it is 
the cornerstone without which all of Chris- 
tianity would topple into ruins. It was 
basic in God’s plan for our salvation. _ 

Many centuries before Christ, King 
David had predicted that the Messias would 
rise again: 

“Many are they who rise up against 
me. Many say to my soul: There is no sal- 
vation for him in his God. But.., I have 
cried to the Lord with my voice: and he 
hath heard me from his holy hill. I have 
slept, and have taken my rest: and I have 
risen up, because the Lord hath protected 
me” (Psalm 3: 2-6).—“Because thou wilt 
not leave my soul in hell, nor wilt thou give 
thy holy one to see corruption” (Psalm 15: 
10). 

. About the year 700 B.C., the Prophet 
Osee spoke of this raising up on the third 
day and he finished with the words, “O 
death. I will be thy death; O hell, I will be 
thy bite” (5: 15; 6: 13: 6-15). 

By the resurrection we mean, of course, 
that the soul of Christ, after being separat- 
ed from the body, was reunited with the 
body on the third day. This body was the 
same one Christ had during His lifetime, 
having still the traces of the wounds, but 
freed from certain material conditions and 
endowed with the qualities belonging to a 
glorified body. 

Christ often predicted His resurrection 
—sometimes openly, sometimes in figures. 
We have heard some of these predictions 
in the Sunday Gospels of Lent. For instance, 
when He had driven the money-changers 
out of the temple and was asked for a sign 
to justify His drastic action, He said, “De- 
stroy this temple and in three days I will 
raise it up.” St. John adds that “He spoke 
of the temple of His Body.” Elsewhere, 
Jesus reminded the Pharisees that the fate 
of Jonas (three days in the whale’s belly) 
symbolized His own burial. | 

And “From that time Jesus began to 
show His disciples that He must go to Jeru- 
salem and suffer many things from the 
elders and Scribes and chief priests, and be 
put to death, and on the third day rise 
again” (Matthew 16: 21). 

“Now while they were gathered to- 
gether in Galilee, Jesus said to them, “The 
Son of Man is to be betrayed into the hands 
of men, and they will kill Him: and on th 
third day He will rise again’” (Matthew 
There are at least four other 
such passages. 

Did the Jews understand these predic- 
tions? On the day following His dezth, the 
Pharisees went in a body to Pilate, saying: 
“Sir, we have remembered how that de- 
ceiver said, while he was yet alive, ‘After 
three days I will rise again’ ’’ (Matthew 27: 
63). And they asked that the sepulchre be 
guarded.

Christ really died. The livid hatred of 
His enemies would guarantee that. We have 
scores of witnesses. St. John was on the 
spot. Besides, we have SS. Peter, Matthew, 
Mark, Luke, and the testimony of St. Paul 
and all the apostles. His executioners were 
professional hangmen. They knew their 
business! | 

The Jews likewise witnessed the fact. 
Joseph of Arimathea “went in boldly’ to 
Pilate and asked for the body of Jesus” 
(Mark 15: 43-46). The soldiers on Calvary 
broke the legs of the two thieves, “But 
when they came to Jesus and saw that he 
was already dead, they did not break his 
legs” (John 19: 32-33).

It has been said that you can foo) some 
of the people some of the time, but 
can’t fool all the people all the time Since 
that first Easter, people in hundreds of mil. 
lions have scrutinized the facts—brilliant 
people with penetrating minds, theolog; 
philosophers, scientists, artists, every ¢ 
—and have come to believe in the resurret. 
tion. For millions this meant revolutioniz. 
ing their lives by accepting a body of mora] 
law that they could only see as a hindrance 
in the free exercise of their faculties. Fo, 
thousands it came to martyrdom. In other 
words, it would Nave been far easier fop 
them not to believe. And yet they coulq 
not escape the facts. 

The enemies of Christianity have never 
been able to come up with an adequate ex. 
planation of the facts. It has been Said, 
for instance, that the supposed appearances 
of Christ were visions and hallucinations 
Thus the German rationalist Strauss called 
such an appearance “A purely subjective 
vision or perhaps some external object gave 
the impression of a manifestation of Jesus.” 
Renan wrote that “It was love that resur. 
rected Jesus.” 

But an hallucination is a sensation 
without a tangible material cause, whereas 
the risen body of Our Lord was material 
and palpable. During those 40 days, Christ 
ate with His apostles. He invited St. Thom- 
as to put his finger into the nailholes, to 
drop his hand into the slit side. You can't 
do that with an hallucination! 

Further, an hallucination does not ex- 
ercise any natural influence on surround- 
ing objects. But after Christ’s appearance 
to the apostles, the fish that He ate was 
gone. Had it been a~-mere hallucination, 
the fish would have remained. 

An hallucination of the senses can be 
corrected by an appeal to common sense 
unless the mind is confused and the seer 3s 
a lunatic! 

Anyway, it would be impossible to 
conceive of the same hallucination recur- 
ring again and again in different places and 
at different times to people of widely dil- 


fering temperaments. One thinks especial- 
ly of the appearance to the 500 disciples 
mentioned by St. Paul in I Corinthians 1). 
Are we to think that all 500 were simu!tan- 


eously deluded by the same phantasm? 
Again, it has been said that the appear- 
ances of our risen Lord were merely spil- 
tual: “The spiritualized body of Jesus was 
revealed to the mind of the apostles.” 
But this ignores the fact of Christ$ 
eating with the apostles. They believed m 
His bodily appearances. And St Paul 
makes a clear distinction between his vis 
ions of Christ received in a state of ecstasy 
(Acts 22: 17-21; 33: 11; 18: 9) and the 
apparition on the way to Damascus when, 
he says, Jesus appeared to him—to use the 
Greek word — “somatikos,” which means

Time to Wake Up 
The Sleeping 
Apostle 


VINCENT J. GIESE 


Tee fact that Christ’s first apostles 
were somewhat inclined towards catching 
cat naps whenever they were left alone has 
long been the object of reverent good 
humor. We read in the Scriptures of 
Christ’s own chagrin that His closest, most 
dedicated followers couldn’t watch one hour 
with Him, even at those moments when He 
was experiencing His greatest anxieties: 
Inevitably, when Christ left His apostles 
alone, they fell asleep. 

It is quite easy to make quick judg- 
ments about the faith and devotion of these 
men. But when we consider that they were 
hard working fishermen who spent their 
nights lowering their nets and their days 
following Christ, we might feel at least 
somewhat sympathetic of their drowsiness. 

The fact that the first apostles slept 
brings us face to face with their humanity. 
They, too, were fatigued by hard work 
just as men are today, and they, too, found 
the active apostolate physically wearisome, 
just as men find it today when they com- 
bine it with life in the world. One spiritual 
writer makes this further observation: “I 
imagine the Lord Himself may well have 
made up sometimes during the day for the 
nights when He had been too besieged by 
visitors to be able to sleep enough, or when 
He had gotten up to pray too early in the 
morning.” Christ, too, was human. 

All this by way of introduction to a 
modern-day lay apostle out in our neigh- 
borhood. His name is simply Tom Smith, 
but it might have been Andrew or Barnabas 
or Matthew. Let us talk about Tom Smith, 
for there is a kind of analogy here. 

Tom Smith works nights, not as a 
fisherman, but as an. electronics technician 
for the Bell Telephone Company in Chicago. 
This is how he earns his livelihood. He be- 
gins work at midnight and works until 8:00 
in the morning. 

It is a kind of modern-day wonder how 
this robust young worker of twenty-four 
years exists with so little sleep. There have 
been times when Tom would keep going 
three days and three nights with practical- 
ly no sleep. He laughs it off with the ex- 
planation that he has disciplined himself 
to get along on but a few hours sleep a day. 

As a leader of the Y.C.W. in our parish, 
Tom has become a dedicated follower of 
Christ in the youth apostolate. His long 
hours of service in the parish Young Chris- 
tian Workers, the Young Adults’ Club, 
and the Confraternity of Christian Doc- 
trine have literally eaten up all of his free 
time. To state it another way, Tom has 
allowed himself to be overcome with 
generosity.

how Baptism got connected 
with Easter.

You remember, I am sure, 
that in the old days people 
were often baptized in riv- 
ers, or large pools. They 
would walk into the water 
until it came up to about 
their chests. Then they 
would be pushed under, so 
that the water would cover 
them up. When they came up 
they were baptized. 


Now what St. Paul said 
was this. When a person first 
walked into the water he 
was just a man. His soul did 
not have God’s life in it. He 
was not prepared to go to 
heaven.

yNE of the amazing characteristics of the 
Catholic Church is that, come what may, She can al- 
ways sing out with Her Alleluias. The world might be 
plunged into the deepest misery and gloom. There can 
be wars, pestilencé or famine, as there has been all] 
through history.

Not at all. Holy Mother Church, more than any- 
one else knows and understands the travails of hu- 
manity. She knows about our “vale of tears.” Through 
her priests She stands with us at the brink of the grave 
when we bury our loved ones. She keeps long vigils 
with us “beside our beds of. suffering and pain. 
Throughout the long centuries She has seen all that 
can be seen of the scars of sin and hatred. 

But through it all She keeps pointing out to us 
our eventual destiny of happiness. She reminds us, in 
season and out of season, that we have not here a last- 
ing city, but instead must look to the City of God. 

And today, She literally overflows with joy. In 
the Risen Lord She sees our victory over anything and 
everything that can make man unhappy. For people 
to forget that or try to deny it—as some do—is for 
people to sink lower into their gloom, frustrations and 
utter misery. So then with unfailing regularity, She 
breaks forth with her songs of joy. Often this catches 
a jaded and tired world unaware. People look up from 
their sins, their miseries, their dashed hopes and won- 
der what it’s all about. Lacking in Faith they do not 
understand. But for the true Child of God, the Easter 
Alleluias stir the heart and fire the imagination. He 
understands and with Holy Mother Church, rejoices. 
Here is the answer and he wants to hear it over and 
over.again. The more the better!

Six reasons... 


Major William E. Mayer, an Army psychiatrist, 
who has just completed a four year study of the case 
histories of 1,000 U. S. servicemen who were subjected 
to “brainwashing” during the Korean War has come 
up with some conclusions which will be of interest to 
every student now in Catholic schools, 

The Major says that lack of deep religious con- 
victions was one’ of the chief reasons for the failure of 
so many of our soldiers to resist indoctrination. In 
other words, a man lacking in loyalty to God and his 
own conscience was eventually capable of disloyalty 
to his home, his friends and his country. 

Among the other reasons listed by Major Mayer 
are these: lack of moral convictions, ignorance of con- 
cepts of democracy, disdain of foreigners, internal dis- 
organizations in his (the soldier’s) own life, resent- 
ment of hardships and sacrifice, and a lack of self con- 
fidence. A religious education such as is the ideal of 
every Catholic school in the land is the direct anti- 
dote of all or most of the failures listed above. 

We do not always succeed, but when a Catholic 
student turns up with one of these failures in charac- 
ter, it has happened not because of what has been 
learned in his Catholic school, but rather in spite of it. 

In many dioceses throughout the country at the 
present time concerted fund-drives are going on for 
building Catholic schools. If only for the reasons which 
the Major has given us, every sacrifice you make for 
these schools is well worth it.

Glory on the Scaffold ” 


Balansina the Boots 
RT. REV. MSGR. JOHN S§. KENNEDY 


Ir is 421 years since John Fisher, Bi ‘i 
chester, mounted the scaffold in {yon Pagerompn hacer 
of his garments, knelt, laid his head on the block. and 
felt the fall of the axe. Yet that scene stil] has power 
to move one profoundly, as has the whole story of this 
man who alone, among all the bishops of England 
had the courage to stand out against Henry VIII's 
scheme to tear the Church in England away from the 
apostolic fabric, The scene and the story are especially 
well presented in an admirable new biography, St. 
John Fisher by E. E. Reynolds 
(Kenedy. $6). 

Fisher was exceptional among 
the bishops of England for more than 
his discernment and defiance of the 
e evil being perpetrated by a king who 
| Was a monster of malice. He was a 
| profound theologian, as most of them 

were not. He was a scholar, who 
fe. when he was almost 50 undertook to 
jee learn Hebrew, in order the better to 

mom penetrate the Scriptures. 
erg he ve an ascetic and a 
Msgr. man of prayer. He spent much time 
nw in his diocese, which was then ex- 
ceptional, even eccentric, practice. He was acutely 
concerned about the quality of his priests and the 
quality of their instruction of the people. He recog- 
nized the drift of the times, and paid with his head 

when the drift became a raging tide. 

He was born in 1469, in the Yorkshire town of 
Beverley, numbering some 5,000 inhabitants. His 
family was prosperous. He was sent to the grammar 
school attached to St. John’s Church, then at 12 .or 13 
set out for Cambridge, which was 150 miles (a week’s 
journey) from Beverley. He took his B.A. at 19, his 
M.A. at 22, and also at 22 was ordained a priest. After 
ordination he began the study of theology, and won a 
doctorate in it. 

In 1504, when he was 35, he was named Bishop 
of Rochester, the smallest and poorest of the dioceses 
in England. It would prove a stepping stone to some- 
thing greater, that seemed certain.. But the event did 
not accord with the expectation. For Fisher was a man 
of integrity, and as such would ill accord with Henry 
VIII, whose reign began five years after Fisher’s in- 
stallation, by proxy, in the see of Rochester. 

Fisher became a bishop by appointment of Henry 
VII, and was so engaged with university and court 
business that he could not take over his diocese in per- 
son, But that did not mean that he was going to be, 
like his fellows in the episcopate, an absentee bishop 
and a courtier primarily. He was a churchman pri- 
marily. That soon became plain. 

He saw two main weaknesses in his clergy. The 
first was a lack of theology. The second was the la- 
mentably low standard of preaching. Both he set out 
to repair. Moreover, he noted the laity’s mounting 
antipathy to their priests, the eagerness with which 
they listened to the increasing criticism and mockery 
of the clergy. As he went about his diocese, he strove 
to stir his priests to improvement. 

And he both discharged a bishop’s grave duty, 
and set an example to his priests, by his preaching. 
This, based on the Scriptures and meaty with theology, 
was carefully prepared with an eye to the capacity and 
the needs of the people. It was instructive, intelligible, 
interesting. It exactly stated truth, and shot it home by 
means of examples from common experience. Nor was 
it confined to smooth things; the weight, the cutting 
edge, of truth it did not minimize. 

Fisher hewed to the truth when Henry VIII, be- 
sotted with Anne Boleyn, sought to have his marriage 
with Catherine of Aragon declared invalid. When 
others, through complaisance, fear; or stupidity, were 
inclined to go along with the king’s purpose, Fisher 
perceived both the emptiness of the king’s claim of 
invalidity and the disastrous ultimate outcome of the 
whole business now being set in train, and he boldly 
spoke out against the fraud. i 

Henry, though wroth, bided his time, awaiting 
from Rome either a declaration of nullity or permis- 
sion to have two wives. Neither, of course, was ever 
granted. Pending the pope’s decision, the king rammed 
through parliament all the legislation needed to take 
England into schism, with himself as head of an Eng- 
lish church. While most of the other bishops cut sorry 
figures in this crisis, Fisher was inflexible, writing and — 
speaking against what was being done. He realized 
that his life was probably forfeit, but he was ready 
for martyrdom. 

It was required of him. He was first put under 
house arrest, then flung into the Tower. Imprisoned, 
he was without the Sacraments, wretchedly clothed, 
wretchedly fed. He was ill. This tall, bony man, with 
lustrous grey eyes and a firm jaw, had practised 
severe penances and, now in his late sixties, was 
emaciated and weak. But there was nothing weak 


about either his intellect or his will. 
He atedly refused. to take the oath indirectly 
acknowledging the king’s supremacy in matters of 


religion. He was found guilty of treason. On the 
twenty-second day of zee 1535, BAS o’clock in the 
morning, he was summoned to execution. 

This thrilling story Mr. Reynolds has told to
